_A Common Source of Danger to Every User of Coal! 


Seventy-seven (77) “Permissible” powders are now on the market, made with the hope of safe-guarding life and property. Every one of these powders-can only be exploded by the 
use of dynamite caps, commonly called exploders, or detonators. 

“Hoynesite” is the only Safety Powder on the market that can be fired with a spark from a squib or fuse like black powder. It is well known that black powder is unsafe for use in 
dusty and gaseous mines, as it produces a very large and prolonged flame, causing mine explosions, and its use is prohibited in many mines. 

There is a wide distinction between firing a powder with a spark and detonating a powder by a sudden, heavy blow, such as is given by a dynamite cap, There is a great force exerted 
by these caps, which are sensitive to fire, friction and a light blow, and are exceedingly dangerous for general use by a large body of miners in coal mines, who are not prepared for the safe 
storage and care of such violent explosives. 

These so-called “Safety Powders,” which are classed as “permissible,” are made as inert and difficult to explode by concussion as possible. It requires an exceedingly powerful dyna- 
mite’cap to explode the powder, and even these are very limited in the quantity of powder that they will explode. ) 

It is a Common occurence to find whole sticks and parts of sticks, or cartridges loaded with powder, which fail to explode, and which, blackened by dust, are distributed in the éoal 
that has been mined. Every coal operator, using “Permissible” powders that are fired by detonation with dynamite caps, has produced coal containing unexploded charges of powder, that 
have escaped detection and passed into the railway cars or coal bins for consumption with the coal. 

It is characteristic of nearly all high explosives, and particularly those containing nitroglycerin, which compose by far the larger number of the “permissible” powders, that when 
subjected to a sudden rise in temperature of a very few degrees, they will explode violently. If permissible powders of this character be thrown into a fire-box of an engine, under the boilers, 
into coke ovens, furnaces for warming houses, or the kitchen range, disastrous results may be expected. Not many months ago, the officers of the Atlantic fleet were notified that dynamite 
had been mixed in the coal bins on the battleships, and several sticks of it were brought to the officers by the firemen, An investigation followed, in the belief that an enemy or some vicious 
person had concealed the blackened sticks of explosives in the coal. Detectives traced the powder to the coal mines, and there found it was the kind of powder used in the mining of the 
coal, and that it was a common occurrence for unexploded powder to be found mixed with the coal, much of it escaping detection... Warning was given that coal purchased by the navy in 
the future should be made from mines that did not use that kind of powder: In the metal mines they frequently find unexploded dynamite mixed with ore, ‘which goes into the crushers, and 


ts fired with severe results. - . 


“Hoynesite” powder, as used in mines, is ignited by a spark from a fuse or squib, the same as Black Powder is ignited. When any part of the charge is fired, all of the powder burns, 
and there will never be any danger of finding unexploded or unburned “Hoynesite” powder mixed with any coal. In fact, if it were purposely mixed with the coal, after it is mined, and 
thrown into a furnace or cook stove, it would simply burn, and not explode or cause any trouble. It must be tightly confined and stemmed with clay in a bore hole to render it explosive. 
When not so confined, it merely burns. As the use of “Permissible” powders increases, it is to'be expected that there will be a corresponding increase in the explosions under boilers, in 
furnaces and kitchen tanges, for no manufacturer or house-wife has time or opportunity to sort out dynamite than has been crushed and blackened, broken up into fragments, mixed with 
the coal. , | :
